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Continuation of 13. Other: The claims will be rejected as found in the final Office Action, incorporated by reference in its entirety herein. 

Newly amended claims 1,19, and 37 each add the limitations of; the server and key distribution server share the temporary secret 
key, and that the temporary secret key becomes invalid after a short time period. Both limitations are addressed by the prior art already 
applied. 

The applicant's arguments concerning the asserted distinction between a session key used only for one session, and a key that is 
invalid after a short time period, have previously been addressed. 

The applicant asserts differences between the temporary secret key of the claimed invention and a session key . The Examiner 
counters that a session key generated by one communicant and transmitted to another under encryption is "shared" between the two 
communicants. The applicant's arguments fail to distinguish the temporary secret key of the claimed invention on this basis since there is 
no recitation of a limitation that it is a pre-existing shared secret between the communicating KDC and server. Such a key would have to 
be pre-established before the communications session as a shared secret by preinstallation by a manufacturer for example. 

The Applicant asserts that the secret key of Kohl is not shared between the communicant's in the same manner as the claimed 
invention, Yet it was Medvinski and Schneier that were used to teach this feature.
